As compared with the 
same offering last year a number of changes in 
values appear. First and most important the 
Suburban has been changed from a guaranteed 
stake of the value of $10,000 to an added money stake, 
with $10,000 added. The Brooklyn Jockey Clnb has 
taken the same step with the Brooklyn Handicap. 
This measure will radically increase the value of 
these great stakes to the winning horses of the 
future.

The Autumn Stakes was last year of the guaran- 
teed value of $ 1,000. Next year it is placed in the 

category of added money stakes, with $2,900 added. 

GOSSIP OF THE TDKF. 

Jockey H. Cochran has left New York for his 
western home in Missouri. But before going he 
was engaged for the season of 19 3 by the Lotos 
stable through trainer E. Heffner. The papers 
have not yet been signed, but the engagement is 
settled, and the lad will sport the “all pink” next 
spring on the eastern tracks. 

While the Lotos stable does not figure in the list 
of big winners for 19C2, by the aid of its two-year- 
olds a considerable sum was laid by for winter hay 
and oats. Miladi Love, Knight of Gold and Chicle 
earned their keep, while The Guide, Wheeler B., 
Lady Knighthood and other youngsters showed well 



enough to warrant the supposition that the three- 
year-old division of this stable will be a strong one 
next year. Belle of Lexington also earned a share, 
and as she is sound may be raced another season. 
The Lotos stable was a liberal purchaser of year- 
lings this season, and jockey Cochran will have 
plenty of material to work on when business begins. 

The New York Sun of December 3d has this to 
say of H. P. Whitney’s retirement from the turf: 
“Harry Payne Whitney has sold out his interests 
in the two-year-old colts Acefull and Irish Lad to 
his racing partner, Herman B. Duryea, and has re- 
tired from active participation in turf affairs for 
the present at least. This news was confirmed by 
W. C. Whitney’s private secretary last night in the 
absence of young Mr. Whitney, who could not be 
located by The Sun. It seems that the latter’s in- 
terest in Acefull was sold to Mr Duryea before the 
colt sailed for England to be traiaed for the Derby, 
while the transfer of Irish Lad has taken place 
since that time. Mr. Duryea now owns Acefull and 
Irish Lad eutright, but whether Acefull will carry 
his colors in the Derby or those of W. C. Whitney 
is a question which cannot be definitely answered 
jnst now. Acefnil was shipped to England along 
with the elder Mr. Whitney’s colt Slipthrift, and is 
now under the care of John Huggins, who trains all 
of the Whitney horses on the other side. It is barely 
possible, some people believe, that Acefull will be 
passed over to Mr, Whitney before the Derby is run. 

John S. McDonald, who has had charge of numer- 
ous consignments of thoroughbreds from America 
to England and back, has just returned from the 
other side. He saye that the prospects of the 
American stables in England next year are partic- 
ularly bright. When asked if Tod Sloan had a 
chance to be reinstated by the English Jockey Clnb 
McDonald said that Sloan itood an equal chance 
with Madden and Rickaby, who were recently set 
down and who are not in high favor just now with 
the English turf authorities. 

When seen on his return to .America from Russia 
“Caih” Sloan had this to say of turf matters in the 
land of the czar: 

“The English riders never had a look in, but one 
Pole named Boris (like the duke), and two Russians 
— Kassackath and Bolentoff— were really good 
jockeys. They copied the American seat in the 
saddle and rode with fair s-nccess, improving stead- 
ily as they became more experienced.” 

“Morgan won the Warsaw Derby on a horse 
called Brave Lesauucy. This in the richest of all I 
the racing events, and is worth 35,000 rubles, or j 
$17,EOO. j 

“The next biggest race is the Moscow Derby, and 
this fell to Mitchell, who rode Sirdar to victory, | 
trained by Jack Keene. | 

“By the way, Sirdar is the best horse I ever saw 
on a sof i track. He looks for all the world like the 
American horse, Ethelbert. 

“Mitchell also won the St. Leger at St. Peters- 
burg. I was second on Santiago, not the old fellow 
‘Lucky’ Baldwin nsed to own, but another bearing 
the same name. Rutter was third on Burlock. 

“The tracks in Russia are circular and, usually, 
a mile and a third in circumference. They use the 
starting gate for the younger horses and send the 
older fields away with a barrier. 

“The fields are large, consisting in most cases of 
from fifteen to twenty horses. The racing stewards 
are very strict as to foul riding or crossing, but are, 
at the same time, extremely fair and none of us 
ever got into trouble. 

“ The betting is all done by the mutual system. 
The government manages the pools and gets a rake- 
off of 10 per cent, of the money watered. No one 
can make a bet of less than ten rubles, and he 
j never knows the price until after the race is run. 

“The betting, however, is light, and the sport is 
therefore clean. The stablee are all owned by 
wealthy noblemen, who love to see their horses run 



and care little about gambling. They run from ten 
to twelve races a day in the summer time, begin- 
ning at 4 :30 o’clock in the afternoon and ending at 
10 o’clock at night. The climate is much the same 
as ours, a trifle cooler, perhaps. The weather was 
unusually wet last season, 

“ I was amused at the stories printed in the Amer- 
ican papers about Joe Piggott’s being broke in 
Memphis and begging for funds with which to go 
to ’Frisco. Piggott rode all season in Russia and 
when I left was well fixed. He hasn’t seen Mem- 
phis in a year at least.” 

John £. Madden writes from Lexington that he 
has bean compelled to abandon his idea of racing 
a stable at New Orleans this winter. The illness of 
his foreman, Hiram Steele, is given as the reason 
for the shift. H. Michaels, who went to New Or- 
leans under contract to ride for Madden, is left 
without an engagement. This means a chance for 
some one to pick up a fair boy at a bargain, as Mad- 
den is willing to sell the call he has on his services. 

The Bennings delegation got to New Orleans Mon- 
day morning from Washington. They made the 
trip in good sh^j^e and before noon all were housed j 
at the fair grounds and in the stables surrounding 
the track. Among the different horsemen who ar- 
rived were J. J. MacKessey, P. S. Roberts, J. Dumas, 
W. French, C. Mack, Moor & McConrt. Vic Hollar, 
W. Dnnke and Frank Bray. Among the riders were 
Gannon, Rice, Milburn, Blake and Michaels. 

For $6,r<X>, P. J, Gorman, of Cincinnati, purchased 
of trainer Wesley Fields at Lexington last Monday 
the two-year-old bay colt Lem Reed, by Victory — 
Mertie Reed, and the colt has been shipped to 
Owensboro, Ky. where the Gorman racing string is 
wintering. Lem Reed is one of the most senaation- 
al two-year-olds ever trained at Lexington, running 
a half mile in 4 i seconds and five furlongs in 1 :01 
over the Kentucky Association track this fall. He 
has never started in a race. 

Clarence McDowell and paddock judge Hall have 
arrived at New Orleans from Bennings. Mr. Mc- 
Dowell reports that tha meeting at Bennings was 
the most successful one aver held at that track. 
The gate showed an increase of $10,COO over last fall 
the total receipts being $105,000. The Washington 
Jockey Clnb ie now a member of the Jockey Clnb. 
This means that they will ba allotted dates without 
the formality of applying for a license in the future. 

Judging from the following, taken from a Cincin- 
nati paper of December 5, work will soon begin in 
earnest on tbe Newport race track : 

“ After a lengthy conference with Frank Fowler 
yesterday morning John J. Ryan, accompanied by 
Detective ‘Billy’ Jackson and Attorney Nolan, of 
St. Louis, went to the First National Bank in New- 
port and made deposits of $55v(KO, One deposit of 
$t0.r00 was placed to tbe credit of John J. Ryan in- 
dividually, and the other of $15,000 was to the credit 
of J' hn J. Ryan and Frank F. Fowler jointly. 

“ ‘That $ir.CC0,’ said Ryan, as he displayed the 
bank boi’k®, ‘is to be used to pay carpenters, glaz- 
iers, Bteamfitters, &c„ fur the inclosing and heating 
of the grandstand and the betting shed at the New- 
port track. The work will be begun Monday, and 
the contractors inform me that they will have 
everything in apple pie order for tbe opening of the 
winter meeting two weeks from Saturday. There 
may be a few people in this neck of the woods who 
think that I am four-flashing abont this meeting; 
people who may harbor the idea that I am out with 
a bluff to whip the Western Jockey Club into let- 
ting me boos at the New Orleans meeting. Wall, I 
never was more in earnest about a proposition than 
I I am about this winter meeting, and I never saw 
an opening for an investment that looted better. 

I As far as booking at New Orleans is concerned, I 
have the crews in the ring at the Crescent City 
meeting, but Mr. Bush doesn’t seem to be able to

IMPROVEMENTS AT BENNINGS. 

Mr. A. B. Smith has this to say in the Morning 
Telegraph of November 30 abont tbe intended im- 
provements to be made on the Bennings plant : 

“ Now, that the new Bennings racing plant has 
taken on what may fairly be called tha dignity and 
class of a metropolitan course, it is intended to 
make it as perfect in appointment as [tossibls. The 
old Bennings plant was entirely inadequate, but 
the expenditure of a considerable amount of money 
has changed all this and the present plant, iq fact, . 
is superior to at least one of the New York conrses, 
except for the track proper. 

“This is tbe main trouble now at Bennings, and 
it is a very serious one. The placing of a layer of 
clay soil on the course during the pa-t summer, it 
was thought, would relieve the previous unsalis ac- 
tory condition; the complaint formerly being that 
it was too deep and slow. This proved well enough 
so long as it was fair weather, although the track 
was what is called in the west a pasteboard track • 

“But once it rained the course became almost like 
a country road. The brick clay would not dry ont^ 
nor crumble, nor do anything but get beaviei; ••.'jfli 
harder to negotiate day by day. With a good hard 
rain the track took at leas^a weak to get in any- 
thing like fair condition. 

“This is the problem which the association has to 
solve. Already the track builder has been com- 
missioned to take the proposition in hand, and it 
may bo necessary to take all the clay off and put on 
in place of it loam and sand. That will probably 
put the course in nearly the same condition it was 
before the clay was placed on it. An effort will be 
made to so distribute now material that the course 
will bo equal in every respect to all the other 
eastern tracks. 

“Further improvements proposed are the removal 
of the stables from their present position next to 
the paddock along the trolley line to the vacant 
ground along the backstretch. With the removal 
of tha stables and the reconstruction of that part 
of the grounds, it may be possible for the associa- 
tion to secure an entrance by trolley direct to the 
clubhouse and grandstand gates. 

“Negotiations are in progress looking to the pur- 
chase of the ground adjacent to the backstretch, 
where the stables may be permanently located, 
forming a pleasing background to tha course. 

“So far as the remainder of the racing plant is 
concerned, there is little to criticise. The walk 
from the grandstand to the paddock should be 
widened and raised to the level of the clnb house 
lawn and a section of the latter might easily be 
spared for this purpose. The roadway from the 
paddock to the track needs grading, the present 
road falling away in rainy weather and being alto- 
gether too steep. Several horses fell there during 
the meeting, and in the case of a good animal the 
association could well afford to make the proper 
changes. 

“It is pleasing to note that there were few fea- 
tures of tha sport during the entire meeting which 
evoked severe criticism. There were wholesale 
rumors of ‘doping,’ and some ground for these ru 
mors as well. 

‘The stewards took note of one case which they 
evidently regarded as a flagrant one, where others 
were permitted to go unquestioned. The recent 
action of The Jockey Club relative to this matter 
of ‘doping’ m«y cause a closer watch on the prac- 
tice in future at other tracks, as well as at Ben- 
nings. 

“The Washington meeting was a particularly for- 
tunate one for the western stables. Horses from 
that section were the only oaes to win three races 
—True Blue and Benckart each gaining this dis- 
tinction, Besides these, Ornature, Circus and Lulu 
Marr won twice each and Echo Dale, Dandie 
Belle, Ohnet. Syrlin, Great Aruerican, Marrv Maker 
I Harry New, all distinctively wesieru perform- 
ers, were successful,"

locate them. They are there all right, and he is 
getting his $100 a day from each of them.

Starter C. J. Fitzgerald is rapidly educating the 
many green boys who are riding at New Orleans. 
The cnrricnlnm includes the barrier and no recall 
system. “In a short while,” said Fitzgerald recent- 
ly, “I expfct to have the boys well in hand. New 
Orleans is different from most race tracks. Many 
of the boys are beginners and have to bo taught 
everything. Once they learn to keep a horse 
straight, the rest is easy with the no recall system. 
The starter has simply to make sure that the horses 
are in line facing the barrier and then press the 
button. 

“But mistakes often happen over which he has 
no control. For instance, a mare like Lennep, 
which was left at the poet last Monday, cannot be 
well controlled. She is a snlker, and often refnses 
to break. She may be in exactly the right position 
when the barrier goes np and still bo left standing. 
A horse like W. J. Deboe, which rnns out at the 
start, is also difficult to manage. Last time out he 
was perfectly straight when the barrier went np, 
bnt broke, going sideways, and carried a couple of 
other horses over to the fence, making a very good 
start appear a straggling one. Such a horse shonld 
be set a length behind the others, so that he cannot 
interfere with the others after the break. 

“ With horses of the Lennep typo, which refase 
to leave the barrier, I have determined to have 
their owners school them until they learn to break 
' like the rest. 

“There are some notorious actors, like Jerry 
Hunt, Tom Collins and Prince Blazes, that nothiag 
can change. With those we will have to do the 
best we can. Unlike good horses, nothing ever 
happens to them and they are long lived. We must 
expect to have them with ns for many meetings.”

President Tilles, of 
the Fair Grounds Association, has given Frank 
Carr an order for his improved machine, which will 
be used next season at the May meeting. The ma- 
chine was given a private and public trial during 
the season closed, and was pronounced a success by 
all who witnessed the trial. Since the trial ma- 
chine first appeared Carr has made many improve- 
ments, notably, the lessening of its weight and 
Btrengtheoing of the barriers in front of the stalls 
which hold the racers
